then Jo rty yt>ars 
old, started to acquire a solid knowl- 
f‘dge of practical details of railroad­ 
ing. 
Before he finisbed be kn *w all 
tha t was to be known down to the 
prices of the most insignificant sup­ 
plies used by any d epartm en t of a 
railroad. 
Now tha t H arrim an has acquired 
control of the Erie, it is intere.sting 
to look hack fifteen 
years !o the 
time when the E rie railroad was in 
lU’ocess of 
reorganization 
by J. P. 
Morgan. 
ITarriman w anted 
reor­ 
ganize the Erie himself, but he lack; 
ed sufficient capital to do it alone, 
and he was not well enough known 
then to secure allies for the work.

Con­ 
gress, which has been in session here 
since Tuesday, will bring to a close 
today the most siiecessful convention 
in its history. 
Addresses have been 
made by many agricultural f'xperts 
at which new light has been tnrown 
upon the subject of the reclamation 
of Die semi-arid regions of the West 
Try “dry farming” processes. 
In addi­ 
tion, many practical 
farmers have 
told of their experiences in nUempt- 
ing to make the western desert blos­ 
som as the rose—an attempt that has 
met with greater 
or lesser si'ccess 
in different sections and under vary­ 
ing conditions. 
Despite many 
failures, tlio “dry 
farming” process may now tie said 
to be a success, although tie' dele­ 
gates to the convention here depre­ 
ciate the wild and extravagant claims 
iliat are made for it by some wild-cal. 
real estate companies. 
According to experts, over most of 
tlie territoiy wist of 
091b mmJ- 
dian tliere lias b 
*>o j.er ( » mt of 
rainfall above the normal for Dc' last 
three years. The soil is rich, *nost of 
it, at h*ast. 
8f*me of it is very (‘asily 
tilled, some of it is of adolte forma­ 
tion. which is a hard soil to manage 
and should never he ploughed at all. 
The whole country from the national 
boundary to and includin.^ tl.e Pan- 
liaiidle of Texas has been exploited 
for the last three or four years hy 
companies more or less closely affili­ 
ated with tin' railroads who have pur­ 
chased their grants and have pro­ 
claimed far and wide the dncDine 
that rain follows the plow: that the 
east is moviiyg wmst, and they are 
selling these lands, pleading that a 
homestead can he secured alongside 
at from $G to $20 an acre. Tliey se­ 
cure about a third payment dowm, 
which is about the original cost of 
the land and lake mortgages running 
at 8 per cent interest for the bal­ 
ance. 
Wiiile experts believe that it is pos­ 
sible and even pi’o^iablc tha*: 
the 
present rate of rainfall will conDnue, 
it is admited that should it return 
to normal the result w'onld be disas­ 
trous to the agricultural popiiation. 
Such being the case, improved pro­ 
cesses of “dry farming” are neces­ 
sary to the preservation of western 
prosperity, and the congress Vvill do 
all in its power to educate the farm­ 
ers to the necessity of a knowledge 
of such processes. The board i f con­ 
trol, a new body, and the congress it­ 
self, working together, have under­ 
taken to issue publications to farmers 
giving all information about sc.cntific 
farming possible to assemble; to or­ 
ganize a bureau of information, pub­ 
lish maps, and, in fact, to carry on a 
great co-operative school for farmers 
and experts 
during 
the next few' 
years. 
A few' year 3 ago the so-called “dry- 
farming” began to attract attention. 
Many 
farmers 
had 
been 
securing 
splendid results without irrigation, 
but there existt d a general belief that 
such results were b\it the result of 
cleverly 
manipulated 
small 
tracts, 
and that no :vii\ significance atvached 
to these isolated instances. 
Meantime Prof. H. M. Campiiell, of 
Nebraska, bad been conducting a sc­ 
ries of experiments along scientific 
lines, and had

A nresident ol 
Ihe United Stotes, 
a 
chief cabinet 
minister, a brother of the president- 
elect about to

inaug tnated and 
other })ersoTis of prominence

tional life are charg ed, in the indict 
ment, of having been lii)eled by edi­ 
tors and newspaper 
owners 
of al­ 
most eq ttal prominence. This circum 
stance of itself stamps the, case with 
the very hig hest public concern. Tn 
deed, it is difflcnlt to conceive a leg al 
action of any kind, criminal or 
cl vu, 
fraug ht with g reater interest or m o r e 
far-reaching conseq imnces 
In the absence of a specific state­ 
ment of the libelous publications al­ 
leg ed to have been made, comment 
can not well be made upon the iner 
its of the charg es reg istered ag ainst 
the defendants. 
Both the New York World and the

the hig hest bidder. 
Bui how much 
should he set as the moial and i>os 
sibly leg al limit a candidate for sena­ 
tor may sjiend to secure the nomina­ 
tion for this office in ;i itrimary elec­ 
tion, which methol carries with it the 
leg itimate nec(*ssity of using a cer­ 
tain amount of money? 
Wisconsin is ])reseriting an oliject 
lesson just now which 
both 
raises 
and answers, neg atively, the q uestion. 
Wisconsin is an averag e state as to 
wealth, ])Opnlation and political con­ 
ditions. Tlnu’efore, we may take it as 
tlie basis for what would be a reason­ 


a ble and permissible exi'enditnre of 
mom-y 
to 
secure 
senatorships 
in 
oiiier states. 
A leg islative commis­ 
sion is investig ating the recent sena­ 
torial primary held in Wisconsin and 
this inq uiry has broug ht 
out 
some 
startling and ])ertinent facts. 
Isaac 
Steihienson, wlio received a majority 
of votes in the primary, is a million­ 
aire lumberman. 
He admitted in his 
testimony before the committee, ex­ 
penditures of sums totabmg $160,000. 
Inasmuch as he has always been a 
liberal sitender in the political field, 
it may he safely assumed that his 
senatorial campaig n up to 
and 
in­ 
cluding the contest in the leg islature 
has cost him upwards 
of 
$200,000. 
Samuel A. Cook, another candidate 
before the primary, while his official 
statement showed he spent only $28,- 
500, made a supplemental statement 
swelling his expenditures 
to 
abov<3 
$40,000 leg itimately in 
a 
senatorial 
campaig n, and replied that twice that 
sum could easily be spent. 
William 
H. Hatton, another 
candidate 
and 
lumberman by the way with 
a 
fat 
bank roll, testified that his expenses 
were a little over $30,000. 
According 
to these disbursements it is evident 
(hat the man who spent 
the 
most 
money g ot the nominaiion. 
Was it 
“purchased,” in the opprobrious sense, 
by the $160,000 expended in the pri­ 
mary campaig n? 
We think it w^as. 
We think, also 
that no candidate for public office in 
a slate, including that of senator, can 
spend $ 2 0 0,0 0 0, $160,000 or even $100,- 
000 without tainting that office and 
himself. 
We 
do 
not 
think 
that 
amount of money can be used leg iti­ 
mately by a sing le candidate, 
or 
if 
used leg itimately in a leg al sense that 
its influence can be leg itimate. Three 
candidates for senator admit spend­ 
ing a q uarter of a 
million 
dollars; 
nearly enoug h to run a national cam- 
I'aig n. 
If this is to be the price what 
hope has the man of moderate means 
01 reaching the senate? 
Manifestly 
the standard set hy Wisconsin is too 
hig h. Not only so, but it is a .scandal 
that oug ht to make the state hang its 
head in shame. Public opinion every­ 
where will condemn it ]» ublicity oug ht 
to make it impossible m future and 
the law should punish it.
